The gold or Silver blank, .carefully 
weighed and roughly forged, :was heat- 
ed to redness and laid by tongs on the 
die.

The pull on the 
anchorage apparatus¢s' about 400 tons. 

The contract.for the.cqnstruction was 
obtained by an English firm, of bridge 
builders—the contract ‘time ‘ ‘fifty-five 
weeks, The-work of erection was car- 
ried on from both banks, the. material 

.being taken across the river By means 
of an aerial electrié railway. The clec- 
trical conveyor of this cable way was 
capable of dealing with a ten ton load 
at a lifting speed of twenty feet per 
minute and a.traversing speed of 300 
fect a minute, : 

An initial difficulty in the construc- 
tion of the bridge was the securing 
of a firm foundation, and owing to the 
crumbling nature of the bank a much 
greater quantity of concrete was neces- 
sary than estimated.

There Is not a single desirable attri- 
bute which, lacking in a’ plant, may not 
be bred into it. Choose what improve- 
ment you wish In-a flower, a fruit ora 
tree, und by crossing, selection, culti- 
vation and persistence you can fig this 
desirable trait irrevocably. Pick out 
any trait you want.in your. child, grant- 
ed that he fs a normal child, be it hon- 
esty, fairness, purity, lovableness, in- 
dustry, thrift, what-not. By surround- 
ing this child with sunshine from the 
sky and your own heart, by giving the 
closest communion with nature, by 
feeding him well balanced, nutritious 
food, by giving him all that Is implied

The 
truth is at this season the flocks of 
supposed: female:goldfinches are really 
of both sexes, the.male bird having as- 
sumed in the previous fall, usually by 
the end of October, a plumage closely 
resembling that of the female and 
The male ‘re- 
tains this inconspicuous dress until 
late in February, when one can no- 
tice a gradual change taking place in 
some of the birds.. This renewal of 
feathers is actively continued through 
March and April, and by the first of 
May our resplendent bird. is with us 
again, The song period with the male 
goldfinch continues as long as he wears 
his gold and black livery, for it com- 
mences as early as the middle of March 
and ends late In August.. Goldfinches 
are very cleanly in thelr habits and 
bathe frequently. Their nests are ex- 
quisite pieces of bird -architecture, the 
inside being lined with the softest 
plant down. The mother bird is the 
builder, her handsome consort during 
the nest building time devoting most 
of his efforts to singing to cheer his in- 
dustrious mate.

Why should they not be gathered up 
again and thus again become ayail- 
able? Are matter and energy to go on 
thelr way, ultimately destroying the 
human race?

Russian society, and his mind revolted 
from the habits of the class into 
which he was born. His family is one 
of the best in Russia, but he became 
imbued with the consciousness that 
the salvation of mankind was to be 
found in work and what we should call 
utilitarianism—that {s, the greatest 
good of the greatest number. Four 
years after the Crimean war he pub- 
lished a book entitled “Peace and 
War,” which tells the story of Na- 
poleon’s invasion of Russia in 1812. It 
is his masterpiece in the eyes of many. 

No writer as ever—with the possible 
exception of Dickens—gone more sure- 
ly to the great heart of a‘ people than 
Leo Tolstol. His manliness, his ten- 
derness, his courage both of action 
and conviction, his obvious sincerity, 
account for the hold he has secured 
not only on the Russian public but on 
the civilized world. Though he is a 
aystic he does not accept religion in 
an ordinary sense, nor approve of the 
Christianity of the Churches, but has 
his own view of what ho would call 
“the Christian consciousness” of duty, 
and of the dignity and equality of man. 
His great mission is to propagate a 
creed of peaceful communion and 
unity among nations. He has alwsya 
sought to find “a lever which would 
move human hearts at large and be- 
come a source of deep moral reform 
fn every individual.” To that end he 
has written thrilling stories, realistic 
plays, and philosophical books. A 
grand heroic personality, he has re- 
nounted worldliness and dared all for 


. the sake of our common humanity.

da, he decided to emigrate to the freer 
air of England, but at the same time 
-he warned no less a person than the 


. Bmperor Alexandra II. that he would

‘Intended for hatching is not known,

They should, there- 
fore, not be exposed to a direct draft 
of air. They should be turned daily in 
order to prevent the yolks adhering to 
the shell, in which case the vitelline 
membrane may become ruptured when 
eges are turned. Egg? should prove fer- 
tile and may be ssved for hatching 
four days after the male has been 
placed in the breeding pen. 


The Dust Bath. 

A dust bath should be provided in 
every breeding pen and should consist 
of a shallow box 5 by 4 feet, In which 
you place sand, ashes and some .sul- 
phur and a little insect powder. This 
should be shaded in the summer time. 
Keep dry and have a cover to take on 
and off in the winter months, Neglect 
of the bath means an inerease of the 
fowl fleas, which, unlike the blood 
mites, which are only found out at 
night and hide away during the day, 
live on the body of the hen and draln 
it of much of the egg forming ele- 
ments, These pfrasites Iay countless 
small white eggs on the downy part of 
the feathers, especially under the wings 
and near the vent. - In the early au- 
tumn, when the birds usually lose their 
old feathers, these eggs are carried ali 
about the farm, are duly hatched and 
return to the houses.

- The 
rauge of his work is from a needle to 
a battleship; from automatic machin- 
ery that ‘would talk French had it one 
more movement’ to measuring ma- 
chines guaranteed not to vary more 
than the fifty-thousandth part of an 
inch from the absolute. This precision 
will perhaps be better appreciated when 
it 13 remembered that 150 times this 
limtt of variation is only equal to the 
dinmeter of the average human hafr. 
Standard plug and ring gauges, to take 
a specific example, are so accurately 
fitted to each other than the expansion 
due to the warmth of the hand, if the 
plug be held in it for a few moments, 
will make it impossible to insert the 
plug in the ring, while if the ring be 
expanded in the same way the plug 
will drop clear through It.

OIL PAINTINGS. 


With a Little Care They May Eanily 
Be Cleaned. 
Many a good picture that has looked 
dark and dirty for years from having... 
been exposed to the dust can easily be | 
cleaned and freshened In a very sim- 
ple way. The picture should be taken 
from its frame and dusted carefully 
with a soft cloth. Peel a large potato 
and cut it in half, go‘ over the whole | 
picture with a sponge that has been 
dipped in tepid water, then with the 
flat side of the potuto rub the surface 
of the picture with a Nght circular - 
movement, being careful not to press 
too heavily on the canvas. The potato | 
will soon begin to loosen the dirt and 
the colors underneath will _ begin to 
show brighter.-:When“‘all ‘the stains 
and dirt heve been removed the pic- 
ture should be a nged again In warm 
water, care g taken to wash off 
any starch that~may “have been left 
from the potato. 
In case the picture Is badly cracked 
as little water as possible should be 
used, as it Is apt to ooze under the 
paint and do some injury. 

Many oil paintings are injured by the 
dampness from the walls on which 
they are hung. The dampness is apt 
to cause the canvas to decay, and 
there are few vanvases made to resist 
its attacks. To prevent this particulay 
form of decay the back of the canvas 
should be painted when perfectly dry 
with white lead.

of the Province. 

The smallest district is that 
known as the Fort Sask., Leduc, 
and Strathcona district. It how- 
ever leads jn barley with an es- 
timate of 303,655 bu. and comes 
second in oats with 1,417,000 bu, 
this being an exactly similar 
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FALL WHEAT. . 
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It is a fundamental principle 
with the average settler to take 
things coolly, to ponder over any 
change in his system of farming, 
and to work well any suggestion 
that will assist him in bettering 
his condition. 

Indications point to the fact 
that our oat market, which is a 
limited one, will eventually be over 
done Even with the tremend- 
ous amount of railway construct- 
and the tens of thousands of sett- 
lers coming into Alberta, the 
market is at present anything 
but bright and every year con- 
ditions will grow worse. 

Therefore tne present is an 
opportune time to ponder deeply 
whether it would not be wise pol- 
icy to sow every acre possible to 
Alberta Red. That piece of 
breaking or summer fallow clean- 
sed off by the cut worm is just 
the land for a big crop of wheat 
nextyear. Putin all your break- 
ing this year. Keep up with the 
procession, cutworms do not in- 
The growing of 
Alberta Red is past the experi- 
mental stage. It has proved the 
best for this district in that it is 
hardier and is graded higher and 
is far superior to the softer vari- 
eties for making flour.. Those 
who have fields of Alberta Red 
are enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects, claiming they will have 
from thirty to forty bushels per 
acre. Fields that looked almost 
bare in the spring are now cover- 
ed with a magnificient growth of 


Last year Wetaskiwin district 
led in Oats but the estimate this 
year gives the palm to the district 
called De Winton. High River, 
Nanton and Okotoks, which is 
put at 1,595,000 bu. Last year 
Victoria district led in Spring 
Wheat, but the estimate places 
the Claresholm, Macleod, Stavely 
and Pincher Creek district first 
with 390,000 bu. and Victoria 
district second. In winter wheat | 
the Claresholm, Macleod, Stavely 
and Pincher Creek district is put 
first with 228,000 bu., which po- 
sition it actually occupied last 
year. 

As to average yield per acre 
Red Deer district is estimated 
among the 17 districts as fifth for 
Spring Wheat, fourth for Winter 
Seat: ninth for Oats and seventh 
for barley ; ; which is a good aver- 
age showing for all grains. 

The report also states that the 
ravages of the cut worm are not 
nearly as great as at first reported.

by a New York Expert. 

Take,a cheese bandage to fit the hoop 
and long enough to project one or two 
Inches at each end. Pluce a round 
plece of cotton cloth at the bottom of 
the hoop as a temporary cap or cover; 
then put In the bandage with the lower 
edge turned in about an inch on top of 
the bottom cap and the upper edge 
turned back over the top of the hoop.

One Reason For a Clean Barn, 

By forcing the stream-of warm milk 
into the pail considerable air is carried 
with it and forced with the Incoming 
stream to the bottom of the pail. The 
result is that a pail full of milk is a 
mixture of milk and alr. If the stable 
alr {js dusty or contaminated with bad 
odors, these objectionable features are 
about as thoroughly mixed with the 
milk as possible. 


POINTS ON FEEDING 


According to the Kansans experiment 
station, soy beans have the quality of 
producing softness in butter. Cotton- 
seed .meakhas the opposite effect from 
“the soy bean meal—it hardens butter. 
With soy beans and cottonseed meal 
available it is therefore possible for the 
private dairyman to so regulate the 
ration of his cows that he can produce 
butter of any desirable consistency. 

Feed and Per Cent of Fat. 

Hxperiments show comparatively lit- 
tle influence of feed in the percentage 
of fat, says an exchange. The Ver- 
mont station, after five years’ tests, con- 
cluded that cows on carly pasture 
make more and richer milk than dur- 
ing the last months of their barn life. 
Professor Henry says that the milk 
from pasture contains less water and 
that the higher fat content is always 
accompanied by higher percentage of 
total solids. He states broadly that 
succulent feeds have no deleterious ef- 
fect upon the composition of milk, but 


_in many cases a beneficial influence, 


How to Feed Alfalfa. 

The cost-of produting milk and but- 
ter can be greatly reduced by replac- 
ing part of the concentrates in the 
daily ration of the cow, with some 
roughness rich in protein, such as al- 
falfa or cowpea hay. 

In substituting alfalfa hay for wheat 
bran it will be best In practice to al- 
low one and one-half pounds of alfalfa 
to each pound of wheat bran, and if 
the alfalfa is fed in a finely chopped 
condition the results will prove more 
satisfactory.—West Virginia Experi- 
ment Station. 

Feeding Heifers. 

No efforts are made to secure large 
milk yield during the yenrs of growth 
in heifers, but rather to develop a habit 
of persistency in the flow, says a cor- 
respondent in Kimball’s Dairy Farmer. 
A grain ration ranging from four tosix 
pounds daily will suffice for the first 
year cf lactation. With each succeed- 
ing year a pound or two may be added 
to the dally ration. ‘This secures good 
growth, together with normal develop- 
ment of milk functions, 

Cows on Fresh Grass, 

When cows come out of winter quar- 
ters in rather. poor, thin condition and 
their yield of milk has been decreased 
from lack of proper nourishment dur- 
ing the winter months the fresh grass 
has a wonderfully invigorating effect 
on theirsystem and the yield of milk will 
undoubtedly be increased. But as the 
quantity of milk increases the test fre- 
quently decreases.—-Dr. H. Otis, Kan- 
sas.

They:represent a ro- 
mantic custom of very ancient orlgin 
and are ‘sacred to the memory of girls 
who’ while betrothed in their. youth 
lost their intended.husbands by death, 
yet remained true to thelr first loves. 

fuch maiden désigned her own gar- 
land, and at her death this simple em- 
blem .svas borne before her by the vil. 
‘lage lasses, the white gloves being aft- 
erward added. After ‘the obsequies 
‘these: garlands -wwerge suspended In the 
‘villagg church on 4 rod bearing at its 
extremity a heart In the shape of an 
estutcheon, upon which the initials and 
.date were inscribed. These were origi- 
nally fixed above the maiden's pew. 

Some of the earliest and forgotten 
garlands were ecOmposed of real flow- 
ers, but later the covered hoops de- 
scribed ‘were substituted.
